He also cautioned against un-

Egypt plans to expand Suez waterway 


CAIRO (UPI). — Frype will start 
work on clearing the Suez Canal in 
March, and clearance witl be fol- 
lowed immediately by development 
of the waterway to accommodate 
bigger ships, government offictals 
sald yesterday. 

Minister of Reconstruction Osman 
Abmed Osman said the U.S. and 
other Western countries as well 88

tead financial assistance to this end. 

President Anwer Sadat will have 
a meeting soon with the chairman 
of the Suez Canal Authority, Mash- 
hour Ahmed Mashhour, to discuss 
future plans for the waterway, which

War, officials said. 

They emphasized, however, that 
the reopening of the Canal to inter- 
national shipping, including Israeli 
vessels, wilh depend on an overall 
Peace settlement with Israel. 

“Clearance and development of the 
Cana] is one thing, and reopening !t 
4s another," one official said. ‘The 
reopening will come in the context 
of ἃ final settlement with Israel."

He belleved that in the 
none too distant future, Syria would 
agree to disengagement talks “for 
we sit near Damascus, they do not 
sit near Tel Aviv or Jerusaiem. So 
sooner or later they will know 
what's good for them, and I think 
they will learn it, and open talks.” 
He trusted that the eventual stable 
line would enable Israel to safe- 
guard the ceasé-fre with Syria 

Explaining the lack of urgency

T the weekly programme of the 

= Jerusalem Symphony Orchestra

the pianist of the Israel Trio, but 
this time, trying his talent on Beet- 
hoven's Fourth Concerto, failed 
dismally. Extreme nervousness seem- 
ed to be the main reason for hur- 
riedtempi, slurred phrases, uneven 
s. One cannothelp wonder- 

ing why he was allowed to try his 
mettle ona concerto which demands 
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so much more than nimble fingers 
and ambition. 

Conductor Shmuel Friedman direct- 
ed a well-conceived and p: 
reading of Bach's Third Suite, where 
the full-sounding strings were suc- 
cessfully joined by three proficient 
trumpet players. Johann Nepomuk 
David (a contemporary Austrian 
composer) was represented by part 
of a Flute Concerto (soloist: Ha- 
noch Tel-Oren} —- fortunately, since 
what we did hear failed to arouse 
any interest. 

To make up Zor this, we heard Lu- 
toslawski's “Memorial to Bartok” 
(1953), an impressive work, which 
held our attention throughout. 
Friedman seems to he a very good 
Influence on the Jerusalem Sym- 
phony, as general balance, preci- 
sion and spirited playing was main- 
tained in all renditions, and his 
direction was observed with very 
good result.

LONDON. — A most remarkable 
letter has reached London from the 
“strict regime” labour camp WNo. 
35 in Perm. 

. The author of the letter is Hillel 
Butman who was sentenced to 10 
years’ imprisonment in the Second 
Leningrad trial nearly three years 
ago. It is addressed to Grigory Ver- 
ΓῊΝ Butmen’s one-time friend and 
compatriot in the Exodus movement 
in Leningrad. 

Vertlib signed petitions to Soviet 
and world leaders together with 
many of those imprisoned in the 
Jewish trials in 1970 and 1971. He 
was iucky enough not to be arrest- 
ed and was allowed to emigrate to 
Israel with his family. He found 
difficulties in adjustment and was 
unable to make headway in his 
legal profession. After some time, 
he decided to return to the U.S.5.R. 
and travelled back to Vienna. Like 
Taany others in the same situation, 
he was subjected to humiliations 
as the price for his return 

The following is the full text of 
Butman'’s letter to Vertlib. 

“In the summer of 1954, two 22- 
year-old Jewish fellows graduated 
from the Leningrad Institute of 
Law, They were Grisha Verttib — 
you, and Grisha Butman — I, In 
essence, we were still boys, still 
learning about Life, first from school 
textbooks and later from works of 
‘tthe “Great Father of Peoples,” but 
not yet from the one book that 
forges one’s world outlook --- the 
book of life. 


Unfolding awareness 

“In the national sense, we were 
not yet aware of ourselves as be- 
longing to anyone. Our names show 
this very well. 

“Not only our names, but our 
life-paths too, were similar, like 
two drops of water: we were born 
and grew up in the same city;

find work (incidentally for the 
same reason} end we both remain- 
ed unemployed for a long time.
